HANNEGAN URGED 
AS NEW CHAIRMAN 


Action Taken at ‘Com- 
plaint’ Session — Ques- 
tions Considered Are 


Not Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
The midwestern Democratic con- 
ference approved today a resolu- 
tion expressing the hope that 
President Roosevelt be renom- 
inated by the party’s national con- 
vention. 

Chairman James C. Quigley of 
Nebraska said the group, com- 
posed of State chairmen and na- 
tional committeemen from 13 
states, had voted unanimouisly for 


the resolution, which also pro- 
posed the selection of Robert E. 
Hannegan of St. Louis, Internal 
Revenue Commissioner, as na- 
tional chairman to succeed Frank 
C. Walker, Postmaster General. 

Hannegan is expected to be 
elected to the post when the na- 
tional committee meets tomorrow 
to set the time and place for the 
nominating convention. 

“Complaints” Meeting. 

The midwestern group met for 
two hours behind closed doors in 
what was described as a “com- 
plaints” session. 

Gov. Robert S. Kerr of Okla- 
homa, who remained behind with 
Qiugley and Mrs. Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel of St. Louis to discuss the 
meeting with reporters, said the 
group decided not to make public 
any of the controversial questions 
which it discussed. 

Quigley said he would present 
the fourth-term resolution to the 
national committee tomorrow. He 
wouldn’t predict what action 
might be taken on it. 

The resolution follows: 

“It is the consensus of opinion 
of this group. that President 
Roosevelt be selected by our na- 
tional convention as a candidate 
for re-election and that it is the 
consensus of opinion of this group 
that Robert Hannegan of Mis- 
sourl be selected as chairman of 
the national committee.” 

Message from F. D. R. Unlikely. 

Roosevelt probably will ignore 
the fourth-term draft noise being 
created by members of the Na- 
tional Committee so completely 
that he may not even send an of- 
ficial message to the meeting. 

Although the President will re- 
ceive committee members, their 
wives and husbands at the White 
House late this afternoon, party 
leaders said there was no indica- 
tion that Roosevelt planned either 
to address them by radio, as he 
did last year, or to send the party 
faithful a message of cheer at 
tomorrow night’s banquet. 

The President, explained Chair- 
man Walker, is nine days behind 
on his appointments because of an 
attack of flu. And, Walker added, 
there is a war on—his statement 
implying that situation left little 
time for politics "ow.

MERAMEC BOTTOMS

Action No Indication of 
Final Stand but Board 
Has Power to Block 
Land Purchase. 


The Board of Aldermen, by a 
vote of 17 to 5, today adopted a 
report of the special aldermanic 
airport committee which stated 
that’ it could not recommend Co- 
lumbia Bottoms as the site of the 
city’s second major airport. The 
committee report suggested, in- 
stead, that the Meramec Bottoms 
site has “greater possibilities” and 
should be studied carefully. 

Thus the board took a stand in 


opposition to that of the Munici- 
pal Airport Commission, which 
has’ selected the Columbia Bot- 
toms site and already has asked 
appraisers’ to study land-acquisi- 
tion problems in that locality. 

The board has the power to 
block acquisition of Columbia 
Bottoms, or any other airport 
site, if it wishes to do so by the 
simple expedient of refusing to 
Lauthorize appropriation of neces- 
bsary funds. 


No Indication of Final Stand. 

However there was no definite 
indication at the meeting that 
the board was determined to take 
a firm and final stand against 
the site recommended by the 
commission. Alderman Charles E. 
Albanese, who voted adoption of 
the report, asserted: “I don’t feel 
that this commits me to voting

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
American planes, raiding Jap- 
anese positions in the Marshall 
Islands, damaged one enemy 
cargo transport near Maloelap, 
the Navy reported today. 

Four raids were carried out on 
enemy installations in the islands 
northwest of the American-held 
Gilberts. 

Antiaircraft fire from Imieji 
and Tmiet islands in the Jaluit 


atoll brought down one American 
plane. Another was lost in a raid 
on Wotje, one of the larger Jap- 
anese bases in the Marshalls. 


ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN NEW GUINEA, 
Jan. 21 (AP).—Amefrican heavy 
bomber and fighter plane raids on 
the Japanese air force nest at 
Wewak, New Guinea, destroyed at 
least 12 enemy planes and hit the 
area with 133 tons of bombs. 

More than 100 Lightning, Thun- 
derbolt and Kittyhawk fighters 
swept over the coastal base Tues- 
day,, downing the 12 planes and 
two more probables agairst the 
loss of three raiders, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's communique stated. 

Fifty Liberator heavy bombers 
struck there the next day, laying 
the 133 tons of explosives mostly 
on Boram Field, one of .four air- 
dromes at Wewak. Revetments, 
supply dumps and antiaircraft 
guns were destroyed. Enemy 
fighters took to the air but they 
hid in clouds and refused to en- 


gage the escorting American fight-| 


ers. 
Japs Fall for Ruse. 

In the Tuesday fighter plane 
sweep, Associated Press corre- 
spondent Asahel Bush reported 
the Americans resorted to a ruse 
to flush out enemy fighters which 
heretofore have been reluctant to 
leave the ground. 

The Americans first sent in a 
small number of Thunderbolts at 
low altitude. The Japanese rushed 
60 fighters aloft, where, hidden 
among clouds, were Lightnings 
stacked in formations from 15,000 
to 25,000 feet. 

The first Japanese element of 
15 to 20 planes tangled with the 
lower formation of American fight- 
ers. No sooner had this battle 
been joined than a second group 
of enemy craft of equal size to 
the first swept in from the sea, 
followed by a third. 

There was a great revolving 
wheel of fighter planes whirling 
through the sky from 10,000 feet 
to tree-top level, Bush wrote. Both 
sides virtually disregarded the 
heavy antiaircraft fire from the 
ground. Japanese pilots recklessly 
half-rolled straight into clusters 
of American fighters, shooting 
from all angles. 

Soon enemy planes began to 
fall, Fresh fiights of Kittyhawks 
and Thunderbolts awept in to sup- 
port the Lightnings. One of the 
American planes lost was struck 
by the falling wreckage of a Jap- 
anese fighter which it had de- 
stroyed.

Navy Catalina planes patrolling 
the Admiralty islands area north- 
west of New Britain Tuesday 
night blew up a 5000-ton enemy 
ammunition ship and sank a 2000- 
ton freighter. The vessels were in 
a small convoy, northeast of the 
islands. 

The enemy plane and shipping 
base at Rabaul, New Britain, was 
attacked twice Tuesday, Mitchell 
medium bombers with fighter 
escort hammered Tobera airdrome 
and knocked down 21 Japanese in- 
tercepting planes.

12 JAP SHIPS SUNK 
BY U.S. SUBMARINES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
The Navy announced today that 
American submarines, operating in 
the Pacific and Far East, had 
sunk 12 more Japanese ships, in- 
cluding seven medium and two 
small freighters, a large tanker, 
a medium cargo transport and 
one small transport. 

A total of 408 ships more have 
been sent to the bottom by our 
submarines, which have reported 
36 others probably sunk and 114 
damaged. 

The Navy gave no indication of 
where the Japanese ships were de- 
stroyed, but American submarines 
have operated within Japanese 
coastal waters,

FLANKING THRUST BY FRENCH 
MENACES NAZI LINE IN ITALY 


Foot of Peak Captured — British Take 300 
Prisoners in Advanc Aided by 


Shelling From Warships. 


By WES GALLAGHER 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Jan. 21 (AP).—French 
troops, crossing the Rapido River 
in difficult mountain fighting, 
have captured the foot of Mount 
Il Lago, north of Cassino, and are 
threatening to outflank the Ger- 


mans’ “Gustav Line” of defense 
in Italy, Allied headquarters. an- 
nounced today, 

British forces of the Fifth Army, 
supported by the fire of cruisers 
and destroyers, smashed forward 
along the Appian Way, capturing 
Minturno, 76 miles from Rome, 
and taking 300 prisoners, a com- 
munique said. (The Germans ad- 
mitted the loss of Minturno yes- 
terday.) The Fifth Army forces 
are assaulting the twin Nazi de- 
fensive villages of Castelforte and 
Ventosa on the slopes of 1000-foot 
Mount Santi Cosma e Damiano, 
six miles inland from the Tyrrne- 
nian, 

In weather which German pris- 
oners described as “worse than 
Leningrad,” American patrols of 
Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army slashed across the river be- 
low Cassino in probing expeditions 
and retired. Eighth Army patrols 
likewise were active in weather 
that was growing colder. 

Second Defense Line. 

Although the French push from 
captured Sant’ Elia, north of Cas- 
sino, if continued, would allow 
th to take Cassino from the 
— German prisoners said there 
was another German line of forti- 
fications called the “Adolf Hitler 
line,” six miles behind the Gustav 
belt which the Allies are now at- 
tacking. 

For the first-time in many 
weeks cruisers and destroyers of 
the British Navy engaged in heavy 
action against Nazi shore defe 
along the western end of the line, 
throwing several hund rounds 
of steel ahead of the Fifth Army 
attack last Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. The heaviest shelling was 
concentrated on the Appian Way, 
where the road runs close to the 
sea near the village of Terracina. 

Strong Counterattacks. 

The British attack on Castel- 
forte and Ventosa was in a sector 
approximately two miles beyond 
the Garigliano and about six miles 


inland. It was around Castelforte. 


that the Germans apparently had 
built their most formidable de- 
fenses in the coastal sector, They 
launched several strong counter- 


attacks in this sector but all were 
repulsed. 

(The German communique said 
German positions were breached 
southwest of Castelforte.) 

Minturno was taken by the Brit- 
ish after “hard fighting,” the com- 
munique said. 

One potential counterattack, 
after Minturno was captured, was 
crushed before it could get started 
when Allied artillery and. planes 
poured a devastating fire of bombs 
and shells into the enemy concen- 
trations, 

The Fifteenth United States Air 
Force’s heavy bombers, having 
temporarily isolated -Rome from 
northern railway connections, 
plastered the Ciampino and Cen- 
tocelle airfields southeast of the 
city for the second straight day 
yesterday and sprayed fragmen- 
tation bombs on the Guidonia 
field, 14 miles northeast of the 
capital. 

(This probably accounts for the 
Rome radio’s report of an Allied 
air attack on the outskirts of the 
Italian capital yesterday. The 
broadcast said there were many 
dead and wounded and that heavy 
damage resulted.) 

Invader dive-bombers and Ma- 
rauders teamed up to attack the 
airfield and railroad yards at VI- 
terbo, 40 miles northwest of Rome, 
while fighter-bombers and light 
bombers, escorted by hundreds of 
fighters supported the Fifth 


Army attack. 

Royal Air Force Wellingtons 
bombed the rail line at Leghorn 
heavily at night. American Mitch- 
ellis raided the railway and high- 
way near Carsoli, 31 miles east of 
Rome, 

Over the Adriatic R. A. F. 
Kittyhawks left two German ships 
ablaze off the Yugoslav coast. 

i Only One Nazi Fighter. 

Capt. Harold L. Busenbarger of 
Osborn, O.,. was credited with 
shooting down the only German 
plane seen during 90 minutes of 
attacks on military targets in the 
Rome area. 

Two Allied planes were lost yes- 
terday, compared with five of the 
enemy. 

The Navy communique said 
little opposition was encountered 
in the shelling of Appian Way ob- 
jectives, although one of the war- 
ships was damaged slightly. 

Allied destroyers also shelled 
the harbor of Korcula on the is- 
land of the same name off the 
Yugoslav coast on the night of 
Jan. 18-19. 


NO SOVIET ACCEPTANCE

BRITISH, NAZI BIG GUNS

LONDON, Jan. 21 (AP).—Brit- 
ish coastal guns which were offi- 
Clally credited with sinking a 
large Nazi vessel near Cape /Gris 
Nez, early yesterday opened fire 
on German shipping in Dover 
Strait last night for the second 
time within 15 hours. 

The first shelling began shortly 
after dawn, when shore batteries, 
blazing at a convoy trying to slip 
out of a French channel port, 
brought retaliation from German 
long-range guns. British shells 
hit the large Nazi ship. The duel 
continued spasmodically for al- 
most three hours, sending resi- 
dents of the Dover area to base- 
ment shelters.

SUBMARINE SINKS 
JAPANESE CRUISER 
IN INDIAN OCEAN 


British Craft Approaches 
Within ‘Suicide Range’ 
to Score First Victory 
of Kind in Sector. 


LONDON, Jan. 21 (AP).—A 31- 
year-old submarine commander, 
famed for his exploits in the 
Mediterranean, was credited by 
the Admiralty today with sinking 
a Japanese cruiser in the Indian 
Ocean at the northern approaches 
to Malacca Strait, which threads 
between Malaya and the Dutch 
East Indies island of Sumatra. 

The submarine, skippered by 
Lt. Comdr. L. W. A. Bennington, 
approached to within the “suicide 
range” of one mile to score the 
first sinking of a Japanese cruiser 
by a British submarine in the 
Indian Ocean.’ Two torpedo hits 
were scored on the cruiser. 

The cruiser, identified as one 
of the 5100-ton Kuma class, went 
down at about the same time 
that three large Japanese supply 
ships were sent to the bottom by 
the same submarine. A  de- 
stroyer escorting the cruiser made 
an ineffective counterattack on 
the British submarine. 

Bennington fo rmerly com- 
manded the Porpoise, which car- 
ried supplies to Malta during the 
darkest days of that British is- 
land stronghold in the Mediter- 
ranean.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, . Jan. 
21 (AP).—A purported photograph 
of a letter signed by Rupper Weil- 
hermer, secretary of the political 
bureau of the German Embassy at 
Buenos Aires, instructing all Nazi 
agents in South America to do 
their utmost this year to break up 
the Pan-American bloc, was pub- 
lished today by the newspaper La 
Razon. 

The letter, quoting instructions 
from Erich Otto Meynen, German 
charge d'affaires in ‘Argentina, 
said ita inspiration came from 
Adolf Hitler, and iron crosses were 
promised faithful workers in the 
German political cause in South 
America, 

La Razon declared the letter 
proved a connection between Ger- 
man agents and the Argentine 
revolution of last June as well as 
a link with the Bolivian coup of 
last month, 

The newspaper said the letter 
was addressed to Robert Kellman, 
foremost Nazi agent in Brazil, 
and was dated Dec. 28, 1943. The 
letter stated that Meynen had re- 
ceived a personal message from 
Hitler “expressing his grateful- 
ness and recognition to me and 
all my collaborators on account 
of services rendered this year in 
the American continent. 

“Besides, the Fuehrer expressed 
his hope that next year (1944) 
each one of us using all his ability 
and sacrificing his properties, 
even his life, contribute to a real- 
ization of what had been ordered 
—a break in the Pan-American 
front under Yankee and Brazil- 
ian sway through maximum help 
to all revolutionary, anti-Allied, 
anti-Semitic elements in South 
American countries and hinder as 
much as possible the supply of 
materials to the prinetpal enemies 
of the third Reich.”

MAY BE WRECKED 
OVER TWO ISSUES 


Opponents of Court Plan, 
Nonpolitical Conserva- 
tion Board Seem Ready 
for Finish Fight. 


DEFEAT OF BOTH 
COULD SPOIL WORK 


Might Result in Rejec- 
tion of Charter—Final 
Action on Judiciary 
System in Doubt.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 21.— 
Developments in the Constitution- 
al Convention yesterday, one on 
the floor and another in a com- 
mittee, supplied evidence that the 
opponents of the nonpolitical ju- 
diciary system and the nonpolit- 
ical Conservation Commission are 
determined to carry their fight to 
the bitter end without regard {to 
the possibility that they may de- 
feat all the progressive accom- 
plishments of the convention. 

Their attitude has been charac- 
terized by some other delegates as 
one of careless disregard for any 
improvements in the State gov- 
ernment. 

While the subjects up yesterday 
‘were comparatively unimportant, 
they served to emphasize the ex- 
tent to which those who favor re- 
turn of the courts and the man- 
agement of conservation to the 
vicissitudes of partisan and leg- 
islative politics are prepared to 
go. 

On the floor of the convention, 
more than an hour was taken up 
in debate on a resolution intro- 
duced by Delegate Alroy’S. Phil- 
lips of St. Louis, the effect of 
which was to raise a question as 
to the integrity with which the 
court plan is being operated un- 
der rules of the Supreme Court. 
Phillips charged in the resolution 
that there were irregularities in 
the conduct of a recent election of 
a member of the court commission 
for the Eighth Judicial Circuit 
(St. Louis), and called on the Su- 
preme Court and H. Sam Priest, 
Circuit Clerk in St. Louis, to sup- 
ply the convention with a mass of 
detailed evidence. 

Insists on Resolution. 


While all of the evidence called 
for could have been obtained by 
Phillips by writing a letter to the 
court and to Priest, he insisted in 
putting his demands in the form 
of a resolution for adoption in the 
convention. 

Phillips charged on the floor 
that opponents of the court plan 
had never been able to get a fair 
hearing in the press, in the Judi- 
cial Department Committee of the 
convention or on the floor, a state- 
ment which Richard 8S. Righter, 
chairman of the committee, de- 
clared was “untrue,” and which 
was denounced by other delegates 
who said that supporters of the 
plan had “leaned over backwards” 
in their consideration for the op- 
position. 

As a matter of fact, the com- 
mittee has devoted many hours to 
hearing such prominent opponents 
as former United States Senators 
James A. Reed and George H. 
Williams present arguments for 
repeal of the plan. 

Phillips succeeded by his appeal 
in obtaining adoption of his reso- 
lution by a vote of 41 to 30, sev- 
eral delegates who voted for it 
saying they did so only because 
they believed Phillips would make 
unwarranted capital over its fail- 
ure to pass, 

While the vote cannot be taken 
as a test of strength of the court 
plan in the convention, it was an 
indication that the opposition has 
sufficient support to make the 
outcome doubtful. Defenders of 
the plan feel, however, that when 
the issue comes clearly before the 
convention a majority of the dele- 
gates—those who support the plan 
and some of those who are against 
it—will vote to retain it in the 
knowledge that the success of the 
convention's work may rest on the 
outcome. 

3 Conservation Issue. 

‘The opponents of the Conserva- 
tion Commission appeared before 
the Judicial Department Commit- 
tee in support of a provision for 
the new Constitution making the 
regulations of the commission sub- 
ject to court review. As a matter 
of fact, there is slight opposition 
to such a provision, but its advo- 
cates refused to take the opinion 
of some lawyers on the committee 
that a genera] provision applicable 
to all State departments would 
apply to the Conservation Com- 
mission, and insisted that it be 
worded to apply specifically to the 
commission. 

The committee, which favors the 
general provision, voted to inform 
the Committee on Agriculture that 
it favored such a specific provision 
and a subcommittee was appoint- 
ed to confer with a similar group 
of the Agriculture Committee to 
arrive at a wording which would 
be satisfactory. 

The significance of this position 
of the opponents of conservation 
is that it indicated the intention 
to take a similar stand on another 
important proposal pending in the 
Bill of Rights Committee. This is 
a proposal that would by specific 
language return control of the 
Conservation Commission to the 
Legislature. 

A legal question has arisen as to 
whether the proposal as prepared 
would actually affect the Con- 
servation Commission, as it is gen- 
eral in character while the powers 
given the commission are specific.

of the Legislature be required to 
record dnd make public the votes 
of their members on legislation 
and other matters under consid- 
eration was approved today by a 
subcommittee of the Constitution- 
al Convention Legislative Com- 

mittee, 
By a vote of 4 to 1, the sub- 


committee on legislative procedure 
accepted a recommendatiion by 
Delegate Stratford Lee Morton 
Clayton, that all committees of 
the General Assembly, including 
standing or special committees of 
the House and Senate and confer- 
ence committees of both houses, 
be required to record the votes of 
all members and file the record 
with the Secretary of State for 
information of the public. 

The subcommittee, however, did 
not completely recommend the 
elmination, of committee secrecy, 
voting down a recommendation of 
Morton that all. legislative com- 
mittee meetings be made public. 

Legislatures have been held in 
disrepute for permitting commit- 
tees, acting behind closed doors, 
to kill progressive legislation at 
the behest of special groups with- 
out, making ‘known how each 
member of the committee voted, 
Efforts to prohibit secrecy and 
require a record of votes have 
been consistently defeated at past 
sessions. 

Morton failed to obtain approval 
of a proposal that legislative com- 
mittees give at least five days’ 
notice of public hearings, so that 
persons wanting to appear in con- 
nection with legislation would 
have an opportunity to be heard. 
His suggestion was lost when 
there was no second to his mo- 
tion for approval. 

He also proposed that the Leg- 
islative Research Committee, cre- 
ated by the last Legislature, be 
given constitutional authority to 
prevent any future Legislature 
from abolishing the committee. 
Action on this suggestion was de- 
ferred until a later meeting.

Ouster Suit Decree Af- 
fected Sale of Securi- 
ties, Taxing of Sub- 
sidiary’s Bonds. 


Action of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri in paying its $175,000 fine 
in an ouster suit at St. Charles in 
1941 without attempting to appeal, 


although it had contended’ the 
State Corrupt Practices Act under 


which the case was made was un- 
constitutional, was linked with its 
haste in carrying out a 105-mil- 
lion-dollar refinancing, in the 
deposition hearing today in Frank 
J. Boehm’s $3,500,000 damage suit 
against this utility and others. 

An outstanding reason for the 
haste in refinancing was the de- 
sire to eliminate from personal 


property taxation by the city of 
St. Louis for a second year a 22- 
million-dollar block of bonds of a 
subsidiary, Union Electric Co. of 
Illinois, held by a trustee here. 
The annual tax bill against these 
bonds was about $600,000. The an- 
nual assessment date was June 1. 
Bankers met in New York May 
12 that year to comsider the re- 
financing. Circuit Judge Edgar 
B, Woolfolk handed down the 
ouster decree at St, Charles May 
14, and May 26 he modified it to 
relinquish jurisdiction over the 
company by which he could have 
forfeited the corporate charter on 
any new corrupt practice. 

The fine was imposed for un- 
lawful use of money in St. Charles 
municipal elections by Union 
Electric. 

William McClellan, board chair- 
man of Union Electric, testifying 
for the fifth day, was asked by 
Sebastian C. Pugliese of Pitts- 
burgh, Boehm’s counsel, if Union 
Electric had not paid the New 
York law firm of Sullivan & 
Cromwell $15,000 for an opinion on 
the uncenstitutionality of the Mis- 
souri Corrupt Practices Act, as al- 
leged by Boehm. 

“I’ve forgotten that, if I ever 
knew it,” McClellan replied. How- 
ever, he identified a Nov. 15, 1939, 
quarterly,letter to stockholders, 
signed by him, which said one of 
the reasons for opposing the suit 
was this alleged unconstitutional- 
ity. Te was of the opinion that 
paragraph was written for the re- 
port by the company’s legal de 
partment. 

In questioning In connection 
with the May 12 bankers’ meeting 
in New York, McClellan was asked 
if it was true that the company 
could not sell a new 80-million- 
dollar bond issue in’ its refinanc- 
ing if the decision in the _ St. 
Charles case were 
down before June 1. 

“Some large buyers wondered 
whether they could buy the bonds, 
in view of that,” he answered. 
“Enough took that view to make 
us doubtful. It was extremely de- 
sirable, perhaps imperative, to get 
the litigation out of the way.” 

Asked if John Woodbridge, vice 
president of Union Electric in 
charge of the legal department, 
had told the bankers’ gathering 
that Judge Woolfolk’s decision 
would be handed down within 24 
hours and would be “favorable to 
Dillon, Read & Co.,” the banking 
house in charge of the refinancing, 
McClellan said he did not know.

The committee pointed out 
that St. Louis now provides one 
playground for each 8400 persons, 
while Cleveland and Pittsburgh 
provide one for each 6500 persons, 
Los Angeles for each 5900, and 
Boston for each 3300.

Would Give It Authority 
to Make Binding De- 
cisions — for ‘Right to 
Strike’ in Normal Times. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
Chairman William H. Davis of the 
War Labor Board foresees a need 


foster industrial peace and for a 
continuance of final authority of 
Government in management-em- 
ploye disputes. 


Such a board, outlined briefly 
last night in an address before 
the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, would be empowered 
to make “final and binding deci- 
sions.” 

Representing labor, management 
and the public, the postwar agency 
would consider disputes taken to 
it, and also would act as an ad- 
visory agency to prevent strikes, 
Davis said. 

Answering a question from the 
floor, he said maintenance of 
membership union contracts would 
continue to be the policy of the 
WLB “in particular cases,” and 
added that the Labor Board “will 
not develop any other procedure; 
it in all probability will not be 
departed from. 

“At the end of the war, the

He favored prohibition of polit- 
ical contributions by unions and 
“elimination of those sweeping im- 
munities from the antitrust and 
antiracketeering acts which, ac- 
cording to the Supreme Court, the 
tinions now enjoy.” 

Robert J. Watt, representative 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, said collective bargaining 
should. be “fair dealing unham- 
pered by one-man czars, anony- 
mous spokesmen and bureaucratic 
preachers who know all the prices 
and none of the values.” 

“I don’t feel too comfortable as 
to what the complexion of the 
Government will be in postwar 
ears,” Watt said. 

He regretted “that the pater- 
nalistic instincts of the present 
leaders seem, particularly in re- 
cent months, to have led them into 
the mistake of letting the palace

NEW X-RAY FINDS, 
IN MINUTE, SHELL 
PIECES IN SOLDIER 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 21 (AP). 
—An X-ray machine designed to 
expedite removal of bullets and 
shrapnel from the wounded was 
displayed here today with the pre- 
diction it would play an impor- 
tant part in reducing the Army's 
mortality rate. 

The device locates within 60 
seconds all the fragments in a 
man’s body. 

With the device, the wounded 
' soldier is visualized by fluroscopy 
‘in a few seconds. The fragment is 
located in both the horizontal and 
vertical planes, the depth of the 
fragment ascertained and the skin 
marked with iodine for surgery. 
Triangular charting also is pos- 
sible, permitting the ayrgeon to 
enter from a third point. 

Other instruments place the pa- 
tient in the same position on the 
operating table as in x-ray. Still 
another measures the incision's 
depth to determine whether the 
surgeon must cut deeper or has 
erred directionally. 

Col. de Lorimier said he hoped 
the device, through its accuracy 
and speed, would lower the mor- 
tality rate two and a half to three 
and a half per cent for wounded in 
this war compared to 16 to 18 per 
cent for the last war.

GERMANY OF WAR POWERS | 
AND ENCOURAGE ITS ECONOMY 


Allied Occupation for Year, Punishment of 


War Guilty Also Proposed—Shaw Assails| 


Program as ‘Impudent,’ 


Thinkers Are Less Critical of It. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21 (AP). 


EORGE BERNARD SHAW saaid it was “cowardly rubbish.” 


Lord Vansittart, British author and former undersecretary 


of state for foreign affairs, said “I am in agreement... though 
it may be necessary to go further in some respects...” 

Emanuel Shinwell, Laborite member of Parliament, said “I plead 
with all upon whose shoulders rests the responsibility of creating 
postwar foreign relations not to force the pace.” 

These were the reactions of three British thinkers to a recent 
proposal that Germany be totally disarmed, stripped of its war|@ 
factories and otherwise prevented from organizing for another | jou 


war. 


The proposal was one point of a three-point program for deal- 
ing with the defeated Reich which was written by a political ob- 
server under the pseudonym “Victory” recently and published by |i 


the London Daily Mail. 

The Daily Mail likewise pub- 
lished the reactions. 

The “victory” plan and the 
views of Shaw, Shinwell and Lord 
Vansittart were published in the 
trans-Atlantic edition of the Daily 
Mail, a weekly digest of the news- 
paper’s articles for American read- 


ers. 
Points in Program. 


The three-point program was 
this: 

1—Germany shall be prevented 
from waging another war. 

2—Germany will assume a place 
in the economic life of Europe in 
just proportion\to its size and 
population. It will be encouraged 
in such fields as industry, science, 
scholarship and art to contribute 
to the prosperity of the world. 

3—Germans convicted of individ- 
ual crimes and Germans in re- 
sponsible positions who influenced 
and encouraged the initiation of 
the war will be punished. 

Shaw was critical of all three 
parts of the program 

“We have a case, and in my 
opinion a smashing case, against 
Hitlerized Germany,” he said, but 
the program as set forth would 
force “even the friendliest Ger- 
mans to set their teeth and re- 
solve to die in their last ditch 
rather than @urrender.” 

“Shinwell and Lord Vanstittart 
were less critical. 


Details of Program. 


Under the first article of the 
plan the author wrote: 

““Clause 1— 

“Germany shall be totally dis- 
armed. The German Army, Navy 
and Air Force will be dissolved. 

“All factories producing ex- 
plosives, gas, aircraft, or mate- 
rials and weapons of war of any 
nature will be dismantled or de- 
stroyed. 

“Clause 2— 

“Allied troops will occupy Ger- 
many for one year after its sur- 
render... .’ 

In event Germany is found to 
be manufacturing war weapons, 
the program said, a European con- 
trol commission will give German 
authorities seven days to destroy 
the contraband or “their destru- 
tion will be effected by bombing.” 

Under the second article, which 
said “Germany will assume a place 
in the economic life of Europe 
in just proportion to its size and 
population,” the program urged 
that Germans be “encouraged in 
such fields as industry, science, 
scholarship and art to contribute 
to the prosperity of the world.” 


Provides for Elections. 

The second article proposes that 
the Allied Nations set up a gov- 
ernment for Germany at the end 
of the one-year military occupa- 
tion which will govern the nation 
for three years, at which time the 
German people may elect what- 
ever government they wish.” 

The Allied-instituted government 
“will guarantee freedom of speech, 
freedom of religion and freedom 
of the press.” 

Another point under this section 
was that Germany will retain all 
territory held by it in 1937 “with 
the exception of East Prussia,” 
which would go to Poland within 
four years of the armistice.

its civil police; maintain a mer-

The final section said that in 
accordance with “the terms of 
the agreement réached at Teheran 
by Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt, 
all Germans who have committed 
atrocities in countries occupied by 
them will be ‘brought back to the 
scene of their crimes and judged 
on the spot by the peoples whom 
they have outraged.’” 

Other responsible Germans 
“whose influence, whether in po- 
litical, military or civilian capac- 
ity, encouraged the war,” will be 
“exiled to Siberia for the duration 
of their lives under arrangements 
made by the Soviet Union.” 


Impudent, Says Shaw. 

Shaw described the first article 
of the plan calling for total dis- 
ablement of Germany as “cow- 
ardly rubbish, impudent, preten- 
tious, and so deliberately wicked 
that if it were not, fortunately, 
quite impossible to put into prac- 
tice, it would justify a holy alli- 
ance against any power giving the 
slightest countenance to it. 

“When this war is over, we must 
either admit that it has reduced 
war as an institution to absurd- 
ity, folly and unbearable mischief 
and abolish it, or else be prepared 
to fight Germany again not only 
once every 20 years, but ‘any day 
in the week,’ 

“If there is to be disarmament, 
all must disarm. And nobody 
will,” 

Shaw said the second section 
dealing with the economic condi- 
tion of postwar Germany was “su- 
perfluous, as Germany has already 
assumed a place in the economic 
life of Europe and led the modern 
world in industry, science, scholar- 
ship and art.” 

Article 3, he said, “is just as 
thoughtless asthe preceding two.” 

“Germans convicted of indi- 
vidual crimes,” he continued, 
“will, of course, be punished; as 
they always are.: So are English- 


‘men, Russians and Americans.” 


“But if, in addition to this, Ger- 
mans in responsible positions who 
influenced and encouraged the 
initiation of war are to be exiled 
to Siberia, why are our own mili- 
tarist imperialists to be eft at 
home? .., 

“As to atrocities, we 
rained 200,000 tons of bombs

Beyond Allies’ Power. 


Shinwell said the Allies were 
fighting “to destroy Nazi tyranny, 
not to enslave the German 
people.” 

“This does not mean,” he added, 
“that the German people should 
escape responsibility for Nazi 
crimes. But to.control perma- 
nently the political system of Ger- 


many and remold the lives of her 
people is a task beyond the powers 


of the United Nations—even if 
they remain united.” 

Vansittart said he was in agree- 
ment with the disarmament pro- 
posals, but favored a 20-year mili- 
tary occupation of Germany. He 
urged that the people of Germany 
be allowed to choose their own 
form of government at once. He 
also urged execution of German 
war leaders. 

“I am not satisfied with Article 


8, dealing with the war criminals,” 


he said. “All Allied powers must. 
draw up their own lists. Exile to 
Siberia would not suffice; the 
worst offenders must be executed 
regardless of grade.”

GERMANS’ PERIL AROUND LENINGRAD

HE long expected Russian 
T northern offensive seems to be 

fairly under way, with the ex- 
pansion of the Russian positions 
west and south of Leningrad and 
the recapture of the fortress of 
Novgorod. 

From east to west, five main 
line railways fan out from Lenin- 
grad, as follows: East, to Vologda; 
southeast, the great trunk line to 
Moscow; south, to Dno-Vitebsk-

Success in holding down the 
cost of living has been popular 
with housewives but inequalities 
have crept into the Government's 
wage bonus plan.

In the by- 
elections, the C. C, F. did well, 
capturing 34 seats among 90 in 
the Ontario legislature where it 
had no seats before.

Unemployment has shown up in

Blow to World Peace 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

What if Russia should make a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany? If such a 
thing should come to pass, it would be 
a major catastrophe for the United Na- 
tions. But if Russia did make a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany, it would be 
to follow the example of the United 
States after World War I. 

In 1921, under the leadership of Presi- 
dent Harding, the Government of the 
United States negotiated and signed a 
separate treaty of peace with Germany. 
In doing so, the United States Govern- 
ment denounced and renounced all that 
the Treaty of Versailles stood for—in- 
ternational collaboration for world 
peace. 

History records the facts of the sepa- 
rate treaty entered into between the 
United States and Germany in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“A separate treaty of peace between 
Germany and the United States was 
negotiated in 1921, following the failure 
of the United States Senate to ratify 
the Treaty of Versailles. The separate 
treaty states expressly that the United 
States is not bound by the Covenant of 
the League of Nations or by any action 
taken by the League. The treaty was 
signed in Berlin, Aug. 25, 1921, and was 
ratified by the German Reichstag, Sept. 
17; by the United States Senate, Oct. 18. 
President Harding fixed the date of the 
end of the war between the United 
States and Germany as July 2, 1921.” 
(Winston’s Encyclopedia). 

In order to negotiate this separate 
peace with Germany, the United States 
had to wait until President Woodrow 
Wilson’s term of office was ended, for 
he vetoed the Senate’s action calling 
for a separate peace with Germany.

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Income Tax Problems 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You recently recommended proposals 
which would collect income tax by de- 
ductions from salaries, such deductions 
to whitewash that employe as far as 
further reports or payments are con- 
cerned. 

Such a plan is most inequitable, pre- 
suming you also advocate maintenance 
of the present policy of higher income 
tax rdtes for higher income, for these 
reasons: 

First, many a laboring man works 
only a part of any normal year. While 
he works, the deductions would tax him 
at the presumed salary he would make 
if employed full time, yet he may ac- 
tually make only half that amount. 

Second, there are many persons, em- 
ployed at fixed salaries, who do have 
legitimate deductible business or pro- 
fessional expenses, which they must 
aeet out of their salaries. 

In any deduction plan, the present 
bracket plan should be replaced by the 
system for determining the surtax. The 
pseudo-humorous stories sometimes car- 
ried by the press whereby some indi- 
vidual gets a raise, thereby going into 
a higher bracket and receiving less pay, 
are-seriously believed by many workers. 
It is an actual fact that workers in de- 
fense industries, having pay in such a 
higher bracket, will be absent an hour 
or more per week in order to get into 
the lower bracket. M. D. 
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Open Door for Law-Making 


The Constitutional Convention must deal soon 
with the question of legislative procedure, and 
if it-acts wisely, it will eliminate some evils which 
have contributed to the Legislature’s decline in 
public esteem. 

Among these evils are committee secrecy and 
the arbitrary smothering of bills by committee 
chairmen, 

Corrective proposals are pending before the 
convention’s committee on the legislative depart- 
ment, which has agreed to recommend them, and 
also one to limit the size of legislative com- 
mittees. Regardless of whether the Legislature 
of the future is a one-house or a two-house body, 
the principles embodied in these proposals will 
be necessary for full protection of the people 
against the sort of corruption which flourishes 
in the dark. 

It has been the custom for committees of the 
Legislature to act in secret on bills which have 
been referred to them, and to keep no record 
of how the members vote. Under this cloak of 
darkness many a member has voted contrary 
to his pledges to the people, but still has been 
able to deny responsibility for his perfidy. 

What is needed here is a constitutional pro- 
vision that there must be a record of how every 
member votes on every action taken by the com- 
mittee, and that this record shall be immediately 
available to the public. As a matter of sound 
public policy, committees should admit repre- 
sentatives of the press to their meetings. 

The twin evil—the committee chairman who 
thinks himself a czar and is guided by his own 
pleasure, whim or welfare in deciding whether 
or not he will allow his committee to act on a 
bill—likewise calls for constitutional correction. 
It is argued that the Legislature itself should 

_make this correction through adoption of a proper 
rule, but here the old tradition of legislative 
courtesy—the unwillingness of members to take 
action which will reflect on a fellow member— 
stands in the way. 

The result is that time after time an unprin- 
cipled committee chairman has simply pocketed 
a bill which, for hig own reasons, he did not 
wish to have see the light of day, or perhaps has 
refused to call a meeting of his committee to con- 
sider it. A bill sidetracked in this way cannot 
be called up in the Senate or the House unless 
a majority of the members of the appropriate 
body votes to take it out of the hands of the 
committee. “Courtesy” is the almost insurmount- 
able obstacle. 

One of the recommended provisions would 
enable a comparatively small number of mem- 
bers in either house to call up by petition a bill 
which had not been reported back within a rea- 
sonable time by the committee to which it had 
been referred. It should bg adopted. 


The people, from whom the powers of govern- . 


ment come, have a right to place these protective 
restrictions around the legislative process. They 
have a duty, by these means, to safeguard one of 
the elemental principles .of democracy, which 
is that public business should be openly trans- 
acted.

A Man to Watch 


“Silly old Bill Green” and John L. Lewis 
recenty held a secret meeting in Washington to 
discuss the latter’s return to the AFL, which he 
abandoned nine years ago to form the CIO. The 
uncomplimentary reference to Green is not ours. 
It was coined by a speaker at the CIO convention 
of November, 1940, and the speaker was John 
L. Lewis, 

But Lewis was not content to call Bill a silly 
old man, He had other stones to cast, Picturing 
himself in the role of an explorer, looking into 
the minds of AFL leaders, Lewis recalled that he 
had had an unusual opportunity to roam through 
Green’s mind, it might be said, with gun and 
camera. For 10 years they had adjacent offices 
and, for one year, Lewis and Green sat on the 
same executive council, 

This is what Explorer Lewis concluded in that 
November, 1940, speech: “I have done a lot of 
exploring in Bill’s mind, and I give you my word 
there is nothing there.” If Green is not a man 
to nurse a grudge or carry resentment too far, 
Lewis, in his turn, is not averse to crawling into 
any bed that suits his immediate purposes. So 
we suppose the secret meeting was quite a cozy 
pow-wow.

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A Filthy Trail 

Testimony in depositions concerning Frank J, 
Boehm’s lawsuit against the North American Co., 
Union Electric Co. and others, harks back to 
one of the slimiest chapters in the public affairs 
of St. Louls and Missouri, 

There were rumors years ago of bribery In the 
granting by the Board of Aldermen of a new 
franchise for the Illinois Terminal System, which 
then was improving its railway entrance into 
St. Louis, building a new gatation and projecting 
a skyscraper office building. Witness William 
McClellan, now chairman of the board of Union 
Electric Co., testified he had heard that the North 
American Co. investigated reports of a $400,000 
slush fund and “pay-off.” 

North American was then in the golden era of 
its utilities pyramiding, having combined with 
the Insull interests to purchase control of North 
American Light & Power Co., which owned Illi- 
nois Terminal. But the witness was not able 
to lift the cloak which all these years has been 
the restless cover of rumors which will not die. 

There were other rumors, too. One was that 
Union Electric Co., most powerful of all the sub- 


sidiaries of the North American Co., had spent’ 


money lavishly to buy control of Legislatures 
and impose its will on the State. When the Post- 
Dispatch and the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission lifted the veil from that one, a $600,000 
slush fund was discovered, highly-placed execu- 
tives scurried for cover, some lost their jobs and 
some went to prison. Plaintiff Boehm suffered 
both loss of his job and imprisonment for acts 
which he asserts the North American Co, re- 
quired him to perform in hig capacity as execu- 
tive vice-president of Union Electric Co. Hence 
his suit against the holding company for dam- 
ages. 

It ig fortunate that the SEC, which performed 
80 valuable a service in the Union Electric case, 
has its attorney listening to the testimony. Al- 
though the statute of limitations may .preclude 
prosecution, so ugly a scandal as that hinted at 
here should not be allowed to sleep if it is at 
all possible to drag it out into daylight.

Crime in Berlin 


It is strange that the people of Berlin are set 
agog by a mere “torso murderer” who kills peo- 
ple during blackouts, but we are informed by 
reliable dispatches that the matter has actually 
received some notice in the Nazi capital. 

We should think this something on the order 
of puny amateur competition, unlikely to create 
a ripple among a population accustomed to an 
arch-murderer who kills by the thousands ’round 
the clock, 

If the impression is getting out in Berlin that 
murder is wrong, the gendarmerie need look no 
further than the Wilhelmstrasse. The criminal 
is there. A. Hitler. The first name, Assassin. 
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Heroic Leningrad 

Leningrad, the St. Petersburg and Petrogiad 
of the Czars, the Pyetari of the greedy dreams 
of the Finns who fight to annex it, is in the 
hearts of Gen. Govorov’s men. His troops are 
driving toward the Estonian and Finnish bor- 
ders to relieve the besieged city from the mechan- 
ically cruel, ceaseless artillery bombardment which 
it has been enduring for two and one-half years. 

Leningrad, a beautiful city on the Neva River, 
as large as Chicago, home of more than three 
million people, will take its place in history 
alongside Madrid, London, Stalingrad and Malta 
for heroic resistance to brutal attack. 

German and Finnish guns, shelling the city 
from long range, have destroyed embankments, 
memorials, cathedrals, theaters, schools, nurseries, 
They have killed the people of Leningrad walk- 
ing in the streets, riding on the street cars, sit- 
ting in their homes, playing in the parks. 

They have bombarded, the people, dropping 
shells into the city, sometimes by day, sometimes 
by night, at dawn, at twilight, sometimes every 
three minutes for as long as seven hours with- 
out let-up, But the people of Leningrad, living 
under the guns, are already rebuilding their city; 
they will complete a large stadium on which 
work had been started before the war; they skate, 
and play ice hockey, and dance at Saturday night 
balls, unterrified by disaster and death. 

Gorov’s troops, driving back the Nazis and 
Finns, have silenced 85 of the big guns which 
had been shelling Leningrad from distances up 
to 15 miles. It may be that the siege’s end is 
already in sight for the people of Leningrad. 
There is inspiration in the indomitable spirit 
with which they have withstood the worst the 
enemy can command in trial by terror.

Without that daring overseas operation 
which won for the Allies the Southern 
frontier of Europe, the roads to the East 
could not have been sealed, the Axis could 
not have been broken, the African, Italian 
and island bases could not have been 
secured, the Italian and Balkan peninsulas 
could not have been turned into active 
battlefields for the Germans, the Spanish 
Peninsula could not have been effectively 
neutralized, 


Iron Ring Hobbles Nazis 


The great are of encirclement that be- 
gins in the Baltic could not have been 
extended so that only the North and West 
walls of the enemy stronghold remain to 
be breached. 

Above all, the Russians could not have 
made their spectacular advance if the 
landings in Africa and Italy had not dem- 
onstrated" that the Continent could and 
would be invaded by the Western Allies 
and thus convinced the Germans that they 
could not concentrate their land forces in 
the East. 

It is clear as light now that no full- 
scale expedition could be launched from 
Britain until the Mediterranean was safe. 
The Germans lost the Russian war when 
they were forced to retreat from Moscow, 
but the Red armies would not be sweep- 
ing the invaders out of Russia at the 
present pace if Nazi military might— 
shown to be still formidable in the fight- 
ing in Italy, the Kiev bulge, the powerful 
air defenses over Germany—were not frag- 
mented hy attacks from every direction 
and hobbled by the certainty that the iron 
ring is closing around the inner citadel, 


Kept Hitler and Japan Apart 


In the Mediterranean, the British and 
American fronts were welded together. 
There the Anglo-American front was fused 
with the Russian front for, without the 
invasion of Italy, the meetings in Cairo 
and Teheran would not have taken place. 
They were the most momentous of the 
immeasurable consequences of the first 
landing in Europe, : 

The very locale of these meetings indi- 


cates that the war centers in the Mediter- 


ranean basin, from the beginning of his- 
tory, and still, the middle of the world. 
There Hitler failed in his plan to join his 
war with Japan’s and there the Allies at 
last succeeded in merging their fronts into 
one, There the Eastern and Western cam- 
paigns against Germany were linked by a 
common strategy and a common timetable 
and tied into the Pacific campaign. There 
in fact the war was really made one. 


And there the Allied armies were welded 
together. All this is implicit in the selec- 
tion of Gen. Eisenhower as Commander- 
in-Chief. He was chosen for his experience 
in leading the first invasion, but especially 
for his success in forging in action the 
separate forces assembled in North Africa 


‘ 


into a single striking force. The key com- 
manders who will serve under him in the 
larger operation — Tedder, Montgomery, 
Spaatz and the rest—have been hammered 
into a team in the Mediterranean cam- 
paign. This was obviously the principle 
of selection. 

The teamwork achieved in this hard 
school was not only between Allied troops 
but between air and land forces. Gen. 
Eisenhower told the correspondents in Al- 
giers that the air arm alone could not 
deliver the knockout blow to Germany. 
He also explained that the Allies could not 
land above Salerno in Italy because this 
was the limit of the range of fighter 
planes and no large-scale expedition could 
be risked without this protection. 

The test has proved, in other words, that 
air invasion is not enough and the success 
of land invasions depends on the effective- 
ness of air coverage. This in turn depends 
on the radius of fighter planes relative to 
their fuel supply. 

This factor is so well known to the Ger- 
mans tHat it probably accounts for their 
open predictions that the first bridgeheads 
will be opened on the Channel coasts, 


What We Have Learned 


Certainly the appointed day is approach- 
ing. The denouement of the great military 
drama begins to unroll, As the Russians 
drive forward and as Anglo-American 
armies gather for the decisive assault, the 
magnitude of thé venture becomes more 
apparent. The difference between the out- 


. look now and in 1942 shows what we have 


learned and gained under test, but it 
shows no less the complexity and enormity 
of the problems we have yet to solve, 


Each day we see more clearly that the 
task we have set ourselves is not merely 
to win a war, immeasurable as that task 
is, but to satisfy the aspirations of the 
generation that is fighting this war. There 
will not be peace for generations ahead 
unless military victory is somehow trans- 
lated into something they will understand 
and recognize as moral victory. 

The rofe the chief victors are to play 
in the drama of pacification has not yet 
been sufficiently rehearsed, else they 
would not be moving so uncertainly and 
carelessly into positions they cannot hold 
in the future. 


IF CONGRESS IS CONSISTENT

With the House of Representatives voting 
more than 2 to 1 against the payment 
of subsidies to provide for the sale of food 
below cost, we should be able to look for- 
ward to: 

(1) Early repeal of the subsidy on silver, 
which enables the poor downtrodden Ana- 
conda Co, and other copper mining com- 
panies to get a little spare change out of 
the silver by-product of copper. 

(2) Repeal of the laws providing for cheap 
Government loans to farmer co-operatives, 
home builders and others,

Two Writers Consider India 
As Test of Democratic Aims 


“Empire,” by Louis Fischer. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 
New York.) 

“India’s Problem Can Be Solved,”’ by DeWitt Mae- 
Kenzie. (Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, 
N. Y.) 

“The question in India is not whether the 
Indians are ripe for independence, but 
whether the British are ripe for Indian 
independence. - India is being held, not for 
the good of India, but because certain 
Britons think India is good for them.” 

There one has the substance of Louis 
Fischer’s thesis on empire. Churchill to 
the contrary, he believes the British Empire 
should be liquidated, particularly as con- 
cerns India, but also as concerns other 
colonies. All empires, including that of 
the United States, should be liquidated, 
Fischer holds, for that would be a major 
guarantee against a third world war— 
between East and West. And: “A conflict 
between the mechanized giants of the West 
and the teeming millions of the East would 
make the Second World War look like a 
kindergarten game.” 

* * * 

Despite the general title, Fischer’s 101- 
page volume deals mostly with India. It 
discusses, in a manner far from laudatory, 
the Oriental record of the white man, who 
“came for profit and stayed for profit and 
power.” The record has made the East 
definitely skeptical of Western promises, 
Fischer says. He asserts “the peace is 
now being made” in the way those prom- 
ises are kept. India is offered as the 
outstanding opportunity for the West. 

He reviews most of the arguments on 
India, and concludes those advanced by 
Britain are primarily selfish, as India “is 
much more of a nation than Soviet Rus 
sia or Switzerland,” since Hindus and 
Moslems are of the same race, and would 
get along nicely under a common federal 
government. Their antagonisms, he charges, 
are mostly British propaganda, or deliber- 
ately fomented by the British. ’ 


DeWitt MacKenzie, Associated Press 
analyst who spent many years in India, 
reviews the country’s economic, social and 
political conditions, but is concerned more 
with methods than with reasons. Like 
Fischer, he belittles the Cripps negotiations 
as largely a sugar-coated pill, with the 
sugar very thin. He does not minimize 
the Moslem-Hindu problem to the extent 
Fischer does, but cites examples to show 
that the two groups can work and live 
together. Religious antipathies, he asserts, 
are not a valid argument against independ- 
ence. 

MacKenzie does not advocate that Britain 
cut the governmental tow rope without ado, 
He advocates coalition government for In- 
dia during the war, with all factions, in- 
cluding the petty Princes, participating. 
This should be developed into a permanent 
government covering a new India composed 
of units with a large degree of states’ 
rights, but with defense and foreign rela- 
tions vested in a central organization. Pro- 
vincial boundaries would need revision, 
with a number of the Princes eliminated, 

Once the new government was firmly 
established, England and India would as 
sume the same relations as exist between 
England and Canada or any other member 
of the Commonwealth,

standard of life. 


This is not what our people 
think today. They would, of 
course, prefer to be poorer rather 
than to lose the war and with it 
their liberties and their national 
self respect. But in fact they do 
not expect to be poorer when the 
war is over. There is a deep, even 
if it is not wholly explained, con- 
fidence that,. whatever else the 
huge debt portends, we shall not 
be crushed by it. 

This confidence arises, of course, 
from the achievements of Ameri- 
can industry during this war. The 
achievement is so stupendous that 
it almost certainly marks the 
opening of a new epoch in the 
economic life of the world. Even 
as recently as three years ago no- 
body, not even the boldest eco- 
nomic thinker or the most enter- 
prising leader, had any concep- 


tion of what the productive capac-: 


ity of the country really was. And 
somehow it has come to be under- 
stood that the capacity to produce 
is the real wealth of a nation, and 
that its national debt is not a 
measure of the nation’s, or even 
of its government’s, economic po- 


sition.

Causes of Depression. 


T follows that the real economic 
| consequences of war depend on 

how soon and how completely 
the productive capacity of the na- 
tion can be restored to civilian 
use, and then maintained. 

In a country which has not been 
devastated or dismembered or 
placed in subjugation, the only 
important economic consequence 
of war is the dislocation of its 
economy. It was not the wealth 
shot away in battles or the eco- 
nomic wastage of maintaining the 
great armies which impoverished 
the world after the last war; it 
was the failure of the postwar 
policies to restore and maintain 
productivity. 

This failure led to the great de- 
pression in which millions were 
unemployed while plants were idle 
and millions were destitute while 
producers went bankrupt with un- 
salable surpluses. 

If we fix our minds upon the 
fact that the capacity to produce 
is the nation’s wealth and upon 
the dislocation of that capacity 
as the supreme evil to be avoided, 
we shall, I believe, have hold of 
the saving truth. This is not the 
economics we were taught in 
school. But it is the economics we 
are going to have to learn in order 
to live in this century. 

Apart from postwar dislocation, 
which may be great or small de-

International Conference Sets 
Up 12-Point Program in 
Postwar Planning. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
Formation of a co-operative bank 
to finance non-profit world trade 
was recommended yesterday by 
the International Conference on 
Co-operative Reconstruction. 

Its creation would follow, 
“when conditions warrant,” estab- 
lishment of an international co-op- 
erative trading and manufacturing 
association that would confine its 
initial activities to petroleum and 
food production and distribution. 

The twofold venture topped a 
12-point program adopted at the 
close of a two-day session called 
to offer assistance to the United 
Nations Relief and rehabilitation 
Administration and to plan for the 
postwar period. 

Twenty-one nations were repre- 
sented at the gathering, sponsored 
by the co-operative League of the 
U. S. A. 

The 12-point program, submitted 
to the conference by the league’s 
committee on international co- 
operative reconstruction, urged 
UNRRA to create a co-operative 
division to make maximum use of 
co-operatives in relief and rehabil- 
itation work and to set up a loan 
fund to provide aid in rebuilding 
and repairing physical co-opera- 
tive facilities in wartorn coun- 
tries. 

The twin proposal for a trading 
and manufacturing association 
and an international bank is to be 
submitted to world co-operative 
headquarters in London for fur- 
ther consideration.

ments and of peoples in shaping 
their policies, the permanent eco- 
nomic loss of the war to this coun- 
try is not likely to be considerable. 
It is not easy to measure it, but in 
general we may say that we shall 
have lost permanently all that our 
dead would have contributed. We 
have lost the working time of the 
men in the armed forces and in 
war industries and war services. 
We have lost whatever the war 
has consumed, which would not 
otherwise have been consumed, in 
the way of natural resources like 
oil and minerais-in-the-ground 
that cannot be replaced. We have 
lost the depreciation of capital 
equipment which has not been 
adequately maintained. 

What else of economic value 
have we lost permanently? The 
guns and ammunition? Not really. 
They are not a permanent loss be- 
cause in the economic sense they 
are being paid for as we go along. 
The civilian goods and services 
that are not to be had and the 
longer hours of steadier work by 
‘more civilians than ever worked 
before are the economic payment 
for the maintenance and equip- 
ment of the forces. 

The munitions shot away, except 
as they contain materials which 
deplete natural resources. that 
cannot be replenished, are not a 
permanent economic loss. They 
are costing us whatever ‘the dif- 
ference is between our lives in 
war times and what we might 
have been doing and enjoying if 
there were not war. Whatever 
that is, it is paid as we go. 


The Real Problem. 


HESE broad, and I fear 
1 rather dogmatic-sounding, re- 

marks explain why, as the 
London Economist recently point- 
ed out, the output of national 
wealth in England was as high 
10 years after the last war as it 
was just before it—and this was 
true in spite of the fact that hours 
of labor had been reduced and un- 
employment had increased: “with- 
out these two factors the national 
income might have been 10 to 15 
per cent higher” than before the. 
war. . 

If a nation comes out of war 
with its resources unimpaired, its 
man power not depleted and its 
industrial organization intact, then 
its real problem is not the size of 
its war debt. It is whether its 
government, its industrial and 
financial leaders can shape poli- 
cies—including policies for the 
management of the debt—which 
deal successfully with the disloca- 
tion of economic activity,

St. Louls Symphony Orchestra's 
third “pop” concert of the season | 
in Kiel Auditorium last night and 
vested five familiar works with 
interpretations of fine sensibility. 

Dispensing with the baton and 
giving a clean, precise beat with 
hands alone, Farbman led the or- 
chestra through Rossini’s “William 
Tell” overture, Schubert's “Unfin- 
ished” symphony, “Tales From the 
Vienna Woods” waltzes by Johann 
Strauss, an Irish tuné by Percy 
Grainger and Liszt’s symphonic 
poem, “Les Preludes.” 

On the whole, the readings were 
well proportioned with a faithful 
regard for detail.

Vines, one of the all-time greats 
of the net game, has just won his 
first golf tournament against big- 
time competition. He captured the 
San Gabriel Country Club’s pro- 
amateur best ball event yesterday 
with a course record-equalling 64, 
seven strokes under par. 

Byron Nelson, golf’s man of the 
year in 1943, finished second with 
67. Nelson was doing everything 
right, getting long straight drives, 
being on the green in two, and 
holing his putts. But Vines was 
superlative. -He had to putt only

was over par anywhere. 

Vines’ performance was on the

But when one gets a 
recipe that has been developed by 
someone who knows that some- 
thing can be done with tripe, then 
there is a different report made. 
And it is one that makes us real- 
ize that nine-tenths of the food 
dislikes that people have is due 
purely to the fact that they have 
not had the food prepared by 
someone who knows how. The 
following recipe was obtained 
from a man born and reared near 
Florence, Italy, and who could 
cook well enough to put on Italian 
dinners during the depression to 
help earn money to finish putting 
his son through college. 
Italian Style Tripe. 

Three cups chopped celery; two 
cups chopped onion; “six table- 
spoons chopped parsley; one- 
fourth cup olive oil, butter or 
other shortening; one and one- 
half pounds parboiled honey- 
comb tripe; two and one-half 
cups tomato juice; one tea- 
spoon salt; pepper; one-fourth cup 
grated Parmesan cheese; one- 
fourth cup fine, dry bread crumbs. 

Saute first three ingredients in 
olive oil until delicately browned, 
Cover with the tripe cut into 
serving portions. Add ‘tomato 
juice, salt and pepper, cover 
closely. Remove cover, sprinkle 
with Parmesan cheese, mixed with 
the bread crumbs, and return .to 


oven with temperature increased

F.) until nicely toasted, about one- 
half hour.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


RETURNED to Washington 
i yesterday noon to find the 

usual tremendous accumula- 
tion of mail. 


At 4:30 the President of Vene- 
zuela arrived and we had a very 
pleasant time with him at tea, I 
was interested to learn that in 
Venezuela they have obtained as- 
sistance from experienced people 
in the social security field, and 
are already concernihg them- 
selves with laws to cover many 
of the problems which face us 
and, I suppose, face the people of 
the world in varying degrees. 

Venezuela is an agricultural 
country, and has suffered during 
the war because of her inability 
to import the thingg she needs, 
and to export her own products. 
Now it is becoming easier to do 
this, I was interested to learn 
that besides coffee and cocoa, 
which have always been the main 
exports, they are beginning to 
produce other things for our 
market. 


Later in the afternoon, a young 
Merchant Marine officer, who 
used to be a lawyer in New York 
City, brought some of the mem- 
bers of the naval gun crew of his 
ship to see me. e four young 
men, James Nicholson, Joseph 
Bridges, Gerald Goode and Robert 
Layman, all come from New Eng- 
land. They were on the famous 
“forgotten convoy of North Rus- 
sia” and spent eight months in 
Russia after they reached port. 


I was interested in what they 
said because it showed how much 
our boys observe, They told me 
that although the people 
Russia seem to have a pretty low 
standard of living, from our point 
of view, they are happy and be- 
lieve in their own progress, They 


in 


seem to have a natural apprecia- 
tion for music and art. In fact, 
they said that the soldiers were 
always singing, and that one of 
the songs the sailors sang was 
beautiful. They brought it back 
with them, 


When our boys come home from 
these distant places, they have a 
better appreciation of what our 
country has given us, but they 
also have a better understanding 
of the contribution of other 
peoples and of their aspirations. 

I showed the Navy boys around 
the White House, including the 
state dining room where the 
table wag set for the formal 
dinner to the President of Vene- 
zuéla. I told them that the table 
decorations had been bought by 
James Madison and brought from 
France in the early days of our 
republic. This always gives me 
a thrill and interested them very 
much as it seems to bring the 
past years of our history so much 
closer to us. 


Now I must be off to do a re- 
cording for the Iowa State Col- 
lege “Farm and Home Week” 
with Martha Duncan. This after- 
noon I shall visit more of our un- 
desirable housing in the District 
of’ Columbia.

Vegetarian Popular Game of "26" Keeps More Tian 7000 of Them at Work in Chicago

N thege days of food rationing, 
to judge by what you hear from 
your neighbors and acquaint- 

ances, vegetarianism doesn’t seem 
to have made many converts. All 
that comes to me is a series of 
squawks about not getting enough 
meat, 

Vegetarians, of course, differ 
among themselves, and they are 
vegetarians for many different 
reasons. There are those who have 
moral reasons. It is wrong to 
slaughter animals. No argument 
can be brought against that, Those 
who aver that the eating of meat 
brings the danger of disease lurk- 
ing in animal flesh belong to an- 
other school. As do those who be- 
lieve in vegetarianism as a means 
of promoting horticulture and get- 
ting us all back to an agricultural 
existence, ‘ 


— " 

THE POISONOUS nature or 
dangers of meat as an argument 
hasn't much scientific basis. One 
has only to adduce the studies of 
Thomas on “The Health of a Car- 
nivorous Race,” which were the 
Eskimos. They live exclusively on 
raw meat, and contrary to belief 
do not eat much fat or blubber. 
They are very healthy. High blood 
pressure or kidney disease is less 
prevalent among them than among 
us. Examining nearly two hun- 
dred Eskimos between the ages of 
40 and 60, Thomas found the aver- 
age blood pressure to be 129. They 
are very active and vigorous, so 
they must get vitamins from the 
meat, 

Those who think that man’s 
structure is designed for vege- 
tarianism made a mistake. It 
would not be scientific to say that 
man cannot subsist on a vegeta- 
rian diet for a long time and re- 
tain his faculties, as witness Ber- 
nard Shaw. Although, according 
to H. G. Wells, Shaw cheats; he 
has taken to using vitamin tablets 
lately and since some of them are 
of animal origin, he doesn’t call 
them food. He calls them “Those 
chemicals.” 

x * * 

OF THE THREE primary food 
elements (extluding the vitamins 
and minerals) protein is found 
most abundantly in animal food. 
Fat also. Vegetables are predom- 
inant for the carbohydrates — 
sugars and starches. But all vege- 
tables contain some protein, and 
many contain a great deal—wheat 
flour, cereals, beans, peas and 
nuts. So we can get proteins from 
vegetables. These vegetable pro- 
teins, however, do not act as read- 
ily in the. bodily economy as ani- 
mal proteins. They are not eco- 
nomical proteins. 

So while it is possible to live 
and thrive on an exclusively vege- 
table diet, there is no support for 
the argument that it is a superior 
method of nutrition. It isn’t. 

But the really tough 
for the vegetarian to get over 
centers in the recent wartime ex- 
periments on isocaloric meals for 
war workers. 

A set of workers were given 
breakfasts which were succes- 
sively, for certain periods, first, 
almost entirely carbohydrate; sec- 
ond, almost entirely fat; and, third, 
a little over half protein, a third 
carbohydrate and the rest fat. 
Then their efficiency was charted, 

The carbohydrate breakfast 
kept them going for about two 
hours and then they slumped and 
complained about hunger and 
weakness. 

The protein breakfast mixed 
with some carbohydrates and fat 
resulted in no letup or diminu- 
tion in vigor for six hours.

CHICAGO, IIL, Jan. 20. 


HICAGO’S favorite girl friend 

is the dice girl, the pretty 

and sweet smiling young 
woman who presides over the 
green felt dice table which you 
find in every night spot from 
swank bars to dives and honky- 
tonks, cheerfully relieving Chi- 
cagoans of their quarters and 
frequently their dollars, at their 
favorite game, “26.” 

That 26 is a universally popular 
pastime in this city is indicated by 
the fact that there are over 7000 
dice girls employed here and their 
“take” has been estimated at over 
a hundred million dollars a year. 
Some squeamish persons might 
consider it a gambling game and 
in most other citiés it has been 
played only temporarily or until 
the authorities caught up with it, 
but in Chicago it is not officially 
considered gambling because it 
pays off, not in cash, but in mer- 
chandise coupons or tokens, and is 
termed a “trade stimulant” by 
cafe and club owners. 

“Twenty-six is gambling but in 
a very minor form,” Capt. Martin 
McCormick of the police depart- 
ment morals division answered 
critics several years ago. “We 
have only a few law enforcement 
agents and they have to devote 
their time to more serious types 
of gambling.” 

Linger a while in any Chicago 
bar, night club, or family tavern, 
and you will see a large percent- 
age of the patrons pause at the 
26 board to try to win the price 
of their drinks, or, in some in- 
stances, spend the evening match- 
ing their luck against that of the 


dice girl, 
1 about the rules of the game. 

You pay 25 cents and then se- 
lect a number or point to make. 
You get a cup containing 10 dice 
with which to make 13 throws, The 
dice girl keeps track on a score 
pad, accurately or otherwise, of the 
number of times your point comes 
up each throw. If you get a total 
of 26 or over in the 13 throws 
you win a dollar in trade, If 
your number shows less than 
13 times or less than once a 
throw, you win 50 cents for low. 
If you make your point over 33

times you win two dollars. For 


keeping track of these transac- 
tions and smiling brightly, the 
dice girl is paid about $30 a week 
plus meals and tips, and has an 
opportunity to make many beauti- 
ful friendships, 

“There’s nothing to it,” Nellie, a 
very youthful blond, and one of 
six dice girls at a South Wabash 
street night club, said. “It’s just 
if you can figure and handle 
money. Lots of girls take in $100 
or $150 a night and they have to 
be able to make the right change 
and maybe check up on a couple 
of customers who are playing at 
the same time, 

“Of course there’s lots of 
chances to cheat and some of the 
girls do. Myself, I just couldn't, 
I think the worst thing I ever saw 
was one night when a customer 
had 25 with one throw to go and 
he made his point on the last 
throw but the girl picked up the 
dice real quick and said, ‘You 
didn’t make it,’ and he threw the 
dice and dice box right in her 
face.” 

“Some of the drunks are always 
accusing you of cheating and you 
have to take a lot of insults from 
them, That’s the only bad thing 
about this job. Like one night a 
sailor came up to my girl friend 
and said, ‘Is it true a dice girl is 
the same as a you-know-what?’ 
She was really burned up. She 
said, ‘Say, are you kidding’?” 

Nellie, a divorcee with a small 
child, gomes from a gmall Ohio 
town and has always worked in 
night clubs. Some dice girls are 
ex-waitresses;, others are ex-school 
teachers and stenographers who 
wearied of their routine jobs and 
had a craving for night life. Their 
dress varies from tailored suits to 
satin lounging pajamas or low-cut 
formals, the latter, Nellie informed 
us, worn usually in clip joints. 


Not all of them are as chatty as 
Nellie. Two of them we met flatly 
refused to engage in conversation. 
“It’s not good policy,” one added 
primly. The seductive , looking 
Mexican girl who wears long

dangling earrings and a sequined 
snood and’ operates the game at 
a Randolph street bar, is definite- 
ly dead pan with women although 
she’s more animated with men. 

Few dice girls welcome feminine 
trade although some of them will 
take a sympathetic listener of 
either sex. Sunny, a dice girl at 
another Loop night club, gave out 
with her dancing ambitions, At 
a North Clark street club de- 
scribed to us by a cab driver as 
“the toughest joint in Chicago” 
but which really appeared to be a 
dendezvous for strip teasers 
and a few tired truck drivers, the 
dice girl unburdened herself - of 
all her woes. 

“This is strictly business and it’s 
a nasty business,” she said. I'd 


rather be a housewife any day. 


You have no idea what we have 
to put up with from the public. 
There's no romance to it, neither 
with the guys you meet or your 
boss, not unless your boss is a 
racketeer and not a big operator. 
It’s a hard life and you can take 
it from me, the person the dice 
girl envies most in the world is 
the housewife.” 

If dice girls are not entirely 
happy you would at least expect 
their bosses who get 30 per cent 
of their totals, to take a. rosier 
view of life. However, Joe Sher- 
man, proprietor of the Garrick 
Stagebar, ex-prizefighter and 
“Mayor of Randolph S8t.”, was 
eager to point out the disadvan- 
tages to the employer. 

“T wanna give you the proprie- 
tor’s side of this 26 game,” 
Sherman said as he led us down- 
stairs to his basement office. “I 
can prove to you that the boss 
gets four-fifths the worst of it. 
Now here’s 10 dice for 13 throws; 
13 times 10 is 130. There’s six 
faces on each dice and six into 130 
makes 21 2-3 or in other words the 
proprietor gives you a three-to-one 
chance, 

“Anyway,” he added, seeing the 
baffled look on our face, “you 
know it must be a game that’s in 
favor of the player because the 
city of Chicago right now is re- 
belling against gambling of any 


type but they are allowing this. 
The mathematicians have proven 
the law of averages is in favor of 
the player. After all,” he added 
charitably, “the police are as 
smart as we are.

( HE gimmick to it is that 
T wren you win 26 you 
have to spend your win- 
nings at the bar. There’s some 
places you can buy food with it— 
they’re fools because there's no 
percentage in food. But the per- 
centage is so great on liquor that 
the boss almost welcomes a loss. 
It’s a real true 100 per cent trade 
stimulator.” 

How about the wolves that 
hang around the dice girls, we in- 
quired. Didn’t dice girls stimulate 
as much trouble as trade? 

Sherman shrugged his shoul- 
ders. “A pretty girl,” he philo- 
sophized, “is like a melodee. The 
lure is the girl, that’s what in- 
duces a fellow to shake, and 90 
per cent of the customers want 


‘ to get fresh. Man chases girl, 


that’s all—so what? It’s that way 
in every walk of life. These kids, 
they gotta have their amours just 
the s@me as you and me.” 

These amours, as occasionally 
happens in an atmosphere of soft 
lights and hard liquor, sometimes 
lead to widely publicized blood- 
shed, with vice and dice synon- 
ymous much to the distress of 
those 26 girls who are on thé up 
and up, and support children and 
husbands with their earnings. 
One prominent case involved the 
“Queen of the Dice Girls,” Estelle 
Carey, who was murdered because 
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she knew too much about her 
boss, gangster Nick Circella, 


Another dice girl, blond Elinor 
Williams, ended her career when 
she shot Gordon McNaughton, 
one-time pitcher for the Boston 
Red Sox after she discovered his 
over-zealous interest in another 
blonde. She is now in the pen- 
itentiary at Dwight, Ill. Violet 
March Bean, red-headed dice girl, 
broke into the news when J, 
Clarke Dean Jr., heir to a broker- 
age fortune, tried, to choke her. 
Still another one, gNatalie Palmer 
Novak, who at 25 had been mar- 
ried six times, ended up in jail 
— she kidnapped a 2-year-old 
oy. 


But in spite of occasional scan- 
dal and accused cheating, Chi- 
cagoans continue to love the dice 
girls and favor them with busi- 
ness. Their customers are young 
and old, men and women, dash- 
ing players who shake the dice 
with a hollow rattle and spill 
them out with a flourish and a 
tricky twist of the wrist, more 
solid types who simply bang the 
box, once on the table and turn it 
upside down. Most of them hold 
to the theory that, like the slot 
machines, you can’t wir but it’s 
fun to try.

Bad Break a 
Turned to 
Advantage

AD suit breaks often are bless- 
B ings in disguise, because once 
the “news is out” the declarer 
may be able to reduce his problem 
to a double-rummy basis, For ex- 
ample: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable, 


NORTH 


West opened the heart king, but 
when East played the deuce and 
declarer the four, he shifted to the 
seven of spades. This lead, in con- 
junction with East’s double of the 
final contract after spades had 
been bid on his right, was all the 
evidence declarer needed that the 
spade suit was not going to break 
—a conviction confirmed by East’s 
covering of dummy’s eight with 
the nine, Declarer won with 
the king, led a club to the king 
and returned a club, finessing the 
nine spot. In a sense this finesse 
was too successful, because it was 
now revealed that East had started 
with five clubs, 


Things didn’t look very bright at 
this juncture, but declarer proved 
that he was not to be downed by 
a little adversity. He led a spade 
to the queen, returned a low dia- 
mond and, when East played low, 
boldly put up the diamond king. 
That card holding, he exited with 
his last diamond. West did not 
make the mistake of playing an 
honor on this trick, but neverthe- 
less the defense was rapidly fad- 
ing. East won with the diamond 
ace and returned his last diamond, 
West collected the jack and queen, 
while declarer discarded a club 
and a heart, but now, when West 
had to lead a heart, East sud- 
denly found that he was in a bad 
way for a discard. If he gave up 
a spade,- dummy’s ace and 10 
would be good; whereas on his ac- 
tual discard of his next to last 
club, declarer could cash the ace 
and jack of clubs,
